rid Attempts of thoſe Traitors, who de- 

ſign'd che Deſtruction of the one, and the 
ö Sub- 
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Subverſion of the other; I ſhall make it 
my preſent Buſineſs to exhort thoſe Who 
have hitherto appear'd in the Defence of 

their King and Country, to a ſteddy Per- 
{ſeverance in their Loyalty; to incite the 
Cool and Indifferent to lay aſide their Luke- 
warmneſs; to awaken the Conſciences of 
Rebels and Parricides; and to perſuade all 
to glorify God, not only by attending on 
the Publick Worſhip of this Day, but by 
endeavouring to ſecure his future Protec- 
tion; by 9 worthy of our Chriſtian 
Vocation, and living in all Godlineſs and 
IN order to theſe Purpoſes, I ſhall briefly 
lay before you the Hiſtory of a People, 
to whom we have not been ualike in the 
Oppreſſions we have heretofore ſuffer d, in 
the many wonderful Deliverances we have 
receiv'd; and whom we have (God knows) 
too too much reſembled in our Returns of 
Ingratitude for ſo many undeſerv'd Mer- 
cies: that from perceiving invincible Rea- 
ſons for condemning their Behaviour, we 
may be wrought upon impartially to ar- 
raign our own Conduct, as far at leaſt as the 
Parallel between us reaches.

Whereupon the 1/7 ae- 
lites lift up their Voice and wept, they mur- 
mured againſt Moſes and Aaron, wiſhing they 
had died in Egypt, or in the Wilderneſs ; from 
Murmuring they RE to rebellious De- 
bates, and from theſe to an extravagant Re- 
ſolution, and ſaid one to another, Let ws 
make a Captain, and let us return into Egypt. 


THE Meaning of which, in other words, 
is; Let us no longer depend upon the Pro- 
miſes of God, or obey the Ruler he has 
ſer over us; but let us who are united by 
our Diſaffection to the preſent Government, 
chuſe one from among our ſelves, who ſhall 
lead us back into the Idolatrous Nation

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TO theif baſe deſire of Slavery, to their

ABOUT: two Hundred Years ago, our 
-Forefathers were as abſolutely in Bondage 
under the Biſhop of Rome, as the Iſraelites 
had been under Pharaoh. He did not in- 
deed portion out their daily Labours, but 
he plundered the Fruits of them by divers 
Artifices, and unconſcionable Exactions, too 
tedious to be enumerated, much more to be 
deſcribed within the compaſs of this Diſ- 
courſe. What Engliſbmen then earned by 
2 Sweat of their Brows, was conſumed 
in ſupporting the Pride and Luxury of Rome; 
and what eſcaped being carried thither, was 
devoured by Swarms of Monks at home, 
who like the Locuſts of Egypt covered the 
face of the Land, and were as real a

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THE Spiritual Tyranny of the Pope 
was ſtill more oppreſſive, while he lock d 
up the Doctrine of Chriſt in an unknown 

| To e, and obtruded, in the room of it, 
Articles of Faith pars . to him- 
ſelf; but repugnant not only to the Reaſon, 
but to the Tray outward Senſes of Man- 
kind. The unfaithful Stewards of Go@s 
Word, inſtead of diſpenſing to their Fellow. 
Servants the true Bread which was ſent 
from Heaven for the 'nouriſhment of their 
Souls, gave them Stones and Scorpions; 
for the Scriptures of God, they gave them 
Traditions of their own Invention; for 
true Religion and the Simplicity of the Goſ- 
pel, a pompous Train of burdenſom and 
Fiperſticious Ceremonies; in ſhort, for Chriſ- 
tianity, they gave them Idolat 7x. 


SOME of the groſſeſt of theſe Impo- - 
ſitions had been detected by Wicklif, in the 
Reigns of Edward the Third, and Richard 
the Second, above One Hundred and Fiſty 
Vears before the Reformation and tho 
his Opinions were condemned as Heretical, 
they took deep Roots in the Minds of the 
People: the Cheat was now ſeen through by 
many, but a cruel Death proved the Re- 
ward of all who owned the Diſcovery. 
The many Martyrdoms in the ſhort, © bur 
5 bloody 
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bloody Reign of Queen Mary, are a fuf- 
ficient Conviction of the unreſeryed Obe- 
dience the Church of Rowe requires to her 
moſt monſtrous and abſurdeſt Fenets. The 
Hiſtory of that time is filled up-with Bonds 
and Impriſonments, Perſecutions, Torments, 
and ſundry kinds of Death. The Truth 
of the Goſpel however, as it was at the 
firſt nouriſhed by the Blood of the Martyrs; 
ſo now by the. ſame means, and by the 
Bleſſing of God who gave the Increaſe, it 
revived and diffuſed it ſelf through the Land. 
Hitherto our Forefathers had for ſeveral 
Ages ſuffer d the moſt dreadful Slavery of 
Body and Soul, deſpoiled and made miſera- 
hle in this Life, and kept from the means 
of having any rational hopes of a better. 
At laſt it pleaſed God in his infinite Mercy 
to reſcue them from their Temporal Bon- 
dage, and Spiritual Darkneſs : he permitted 
the Tyrants to break the Reins of their 
unjuſt Government, by ſtraining them too 
hard. And tho there was no particular vi- 
ſible Miracle wrought for the bringing a- 
bout the Reformation, as was in the Deli- 
verance of the Jews ; yet from the Progreſs 
it made, from the Oppoſition it bore down, 
from the Power and Policy it defeated, it 
was viſible that the Hand of God was con- 
cerned in the guidance of the ſecond Cauſes 
that produced it, as it has been ever ſince 


in 
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in the Preſervation of it. It has enrag'd 
the Ambitious and Covetous Court of Rome, 
that ſo rich a Prey as this Church and Na- 
tion ſhould be deliver'd from her Tyranny. 
Her Engines have been inceſſantly em- 


ployed to overthrow both our Civil and 


Religious Eſtabliſnment, from the time of 
our — freed from Papal Uſurpations to 
this very Moment; witneſs: their Spaniſh 
Invaſion, their Powder · Plot, their Iriſb Maſ- 
ſacre, and their frequent Attempts to aſſaſ- 


ſimate moſt of our Proteſtant Princes. King 


Beer the Second, whoſe Reign many of us 
ere preſent remember, attempted barefac'd 
the Deſtruction of our Religion and Liber- 
ties; the Clergy of that time, to their im- 
mortal Honour, defended the Doctrine of 
our Church with that invincible Force of 
Reaſon; as will for ever be an Antidote a- 
gainſt the Poiſon of the Church of Rome; 
and the «bulk. of the People of all Ranks 
and Qualities chearfully concurred with 
the Deſign, of Providence, and the glori- 
ous Inſtrument of it, KING WILLIAM, 
in the defence of our Conſtitution. We 
were then all under a Terror of P 12 
has not ſince amended in any Alan, ir 
has abated nothing of its unchriſtian Cru- 
elty, or forſaken any one ſingle Error: 
By what Magick it is now become more 
lovely in the eyes of many of us, I ſhall

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not take upon me to divine; but that it is ſo, 
is too manifeſt, Such a Series of Providen- 
tial Occurrences as have guarded our Righ- 
teous Cauſe, and have fix d his Majeſty up- 
on the Throne of theſe Kingdoms, in oppoſt- 
tion to the dark Contrivances for defeating! 
his Succeſſion, in Piety and Reaſon ought 
to inſpire us with a ſteddy Loyalty to that 
Prince, with a true Zeal for that Religion, 
and a juſt Value for thoſe 'Liberties, which 
have: been' ſo remarkably under the Pro- 
tection of Heaven. But it is a melancho- 
ly: Truth, that there are now thoſe among 
our ſelves, who have combin'd with our E- 
nemies to overturn our Church and State, 
which they for this hundred and fiſty Vears 
had in vain attempted. Without miſapply- 
ing of Scripture to countenance any wicked 
Purpoſe, the Evidence of the Fact will al- 
low me to affirm with St. Paul, that we 
have been in Perils by our own Countrymen, 
in Perils among Falſe Brethren; 2 Cor. 11. 26. 
That Papiſts ſhould endeavour to introduce 
Popery among us, that Non- Jurors ſhould- 
labour to eſtabliſh their Pretended Heredi- 
tary.

| Slavery; having been tutor'd from his In- 
| fancy in the Bigotry of the Church of 
Rome, in the Arbitrary Maxims of France, 
and coming againſt us full fraught with Re- 
venge for the Imaginary Injury of his be- 
ing debarr'd from his as Imaginary Inde- 
feaſible Right. Some of the chief In- 
ſtrument of this Conſpiracy were ſuch as 
had aſſiſted at the Glorious Revolution, 
bore a part in the ſubſequent Wars, had ta- 
ken the Oath of Allegiance in two former 
Reigns, which they had renew'd with an 
Abjuration of the Pretender in the preſent, 
and had actually a ſhare in our Legiſſature 
at the time they were contriving the Sub- 
verſion of our Laws.

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Ringleaders in the Rebellion : a Rebellion, 
tho (God be prais'd) not ſo fatal in the 
Event; yet in the firſt Deſign of it even 
more unnatural than that of Forty One, 
which to this day they continually reproach 
innocent Men with upon very improper 
Occaſions, or none at all. The moſt can- 
did Hiſtorians of that Reign do allow, that 
evil Miniſters had been skreen'd from Juſ- 
tice, that illegal Methods had been us'd for 
the raiſing of Mony, that Members of the 
Legiſlature had been unadviſedly menac'd, 
while there was a Popiſh Conſort, who 
might poſſibly give a Jealouſy of her hav- 
ing ſome Influence in thoſe unwary Coun- 
ſels. I do not mention theſe Inſtances to 
juſtify the Obſtinacy of Men who would 
not be fatisfy'd with a Der Redreſs of 
| Grievances, much leſs the horrid Conclu- 
ſion of that Rebellion ; but to ſhew this in 
its proper Colours, that has been rais'd and 
carried on without the leaſt pretence of a 
Grievance, publick or private. The Actors 
of that diſmal Tragedy (few in compariſon 
with thoſe who had appear'd in Defence of 
their Liberties) proceeded much further than 
at firſt they intended; their Wickedneſs 
grew upon them together with their Suc- 
ceſſes: which, tho it ended in the unprece- 
dented Murder of a Pious King, yet in the 
ſeveral preceding Yeats of Contention, that 
Inſtance 
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Inftance of Iniquity was not long thought 
of before it was committed. But in the 


Caſe before us, the whole Scene of Vil- 


lany was deliberately premeditated and con- 
triyed: Here the Murder of the King and 
Royal Family was a main Article of the O- 
riginal Scheme; neither is it owing to the 
Honour or Conſciences of theſe unparallePd 
Traytors, that they are now among the 
Living, but to. the Providence of God, 


who has blaſted their Deſign. 


THO there was that prudent and wiſe 
Conduct ſhewn in the ſuppreſſing of this 
Rebellion, which convinc'd us that our 
King was conſummately experienc'd both 
in the Field, and in the Council-Chamber ; 
yer conſidering how 1 £4 it was laid, 
10w widely ſpread, and how powerfully 
it was at leaſt underhand ſupported, and in 
proportion, with what a little Expence of 
Blood and Time it has been ſubdu'd; we 
have reaſon to acknowledg, that God has 
foughr for us, who by this and many other 
antecedent Divine Fayours plainly points 
out to us the Ruler he hath ſer over us: 
and happy might we be in the Choice of 
Heaven, did not our own unreaſonable Dil- 
contents prevent us from ſetting a due Va- 
lue upon the Bleſſing. God has given us 
a Prince, whole . Cares are employ'd 
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in promoting our Religion, in an equitable 
Execution of our Laws, in regaming our 
loſt Trade, and loſt Reputation in foreign 
Parts; in making us a virtuous, wealthy, 
and powerful People: meek as Moſes to- 
ard thoſe who obſtinately torment him 
with freſh Provocations, and has interpos d 
even between them and Vengeance; Who, 
not like the Jews, were about to make a 
New Captain in order to deſert his Govern- 
ment, but to make room for one, by the 
Deſtruction of him and his Royal Family. 
He ſuffers in the Puniſhment of every Cri- 
minal, whom with Reluctance he yields up 
to the neceſſary Juſtice af the Laws; and 
if ever Printe terre the Character of the 
Father of his People, he certainly may be 
ſtibd a tender Parent, even of the moſt 
Diſobedient. The Jens, by the Hardneſs 
of their Hearts, ſo long poſtpon'd their En- 
joyment of the Land of Promiſe; we are 
already in a Land abounding with good 
Things, but turn it into a Wilderneſs by 
our unnatural Divifions. We want nothing 
but Vertue to make us happy, and a grate- 
ful Senſe of the Means that God has affor- 
ded us of our being ſo. We enjoy our Re- 
ligion and Liberties under the mildeſt of 
Governments, and with a ſecret inward 
Pleaſure behold the Pledges which we truſt 
in God he has defign'd his Inſtruments of 

| con- 
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conveying the ſame Bleſſings down ta our 


FRO M theſe: Confiderations we have 
all of us abundant Reaſon to glorify God 
for his unſpeakable Mercy in preventing 
the calamitous Conſequences of this mon- 
ſtrous Rebellion; but none more than 
thoſe guilry Wretches, WhO have been bleſ⸗ 
ſed with a Difappointment, who: have been 
hinder'd from imbruing their Hands in the 
Blood of the Lord's Anointed, have had 
the Chains they had prepar d for their Chil- 
dren and Poſterity wreſted from them, have 
been obſtructed in laying waſte their Coun- 
try, and being their own Self. Murderers, 
by pulling down the Pillars of the Govern - 
ment, when they as well as we muſt have 
1 under the Ruins. Whoeyer after 
uch an Inſtance as this can continue in- 
different, will in reaſon be look'd upon as 
a ſecret Well-wiſher to our Enemies; he 
who refuſes a helping Hand to quench a 
Flame, would willing y himſelf be an In- 
cendiary, if he 1 with Safety. May all 
of us, who have been faithful in our Duty, 
take Encouragement from this Deliverance 
to perſevere in it, as well as Warning from
